S. lirice has been elected by the 


democrats of Ohio to represent that state in 
the senate of the United States. Because 
of this action republican papers all over the 
country have set up a howl. They say that 
Brice bought some of the democratic legis- 
lators of Ohio. When they were asked for 
something like proof of this assertion some 
of them pointed out the fact that Briee was 
able to do the buying if he wanted to. It 
was suggested to The Despatch that it 
might not be entirely agreeable to the re- 
publicans to apply this rule. That paper 
has gone out of the business of giving 
reasons for the suspicion of which it is full. 
Day after day it now gives vent to a lot of 
little squibs that reflect upon the honesty of 
Senator Brice. Perhaps something of this 
kind is to be expected in political warfare, 
and because It is naturally looked for it can 
'no a great deal of injury. 


The Despatch proceeds upon the knowl- 


edge that Brice is a rich man. Its editor 
has recollections of many elections in which 
rich republicans carried away the prin- 
cipal prize. His observations, during those 
elections may have 
discovered matters 


which ltd him to believe that a rich candi- 
date comes on deck for the purpose of being 
sold. We can't think that American poli- 
tics has reached such a low level, and prob- 
ably if you could get at the sincere opinion 
of The Despatch you would find that it 
thinks this matter of buying and selling 
votes is entirely overstated. 


Now we may £.11 admit that the rich man 


possesses a decided and unfair advantage in 
the race for political honors. We may say 
that without wealth Brice would have stood 
little chance for going to the United States 
senate. And yet it does not follow that he 
used this wealth for the purpose of buying 
votes at so much apiece. There are a 
hundred ways in whieti in which it can be 
used to influence men who regard them- 
selves as perfectly honest. Those who 
have had occasion to watch the fine power 
of gold will know how true this is. And 
perhaps it would be just as well tor the 
cause of truth to admit that Brice is a 
shrewd and energetic man. He made his 
money in sharp competition with the strong 
ones of the earth, lie was not, like Tabor, 
indebted to the good fortune of some man 
to whom he had given a grub stake. 
Brice 


is one of those men who can make money. 
Such a man nearly alwajs understands its 
fine use. Of course he understands its 
power, but please remember its greatest 
power is not in vulgar bribery. 


A few weeks ago there were some repub- 


lican papers that put the Ohio canvass in a 
little different light. They insisted that 
Brice was using large sums of money, but 
it was for the purpose of creating public 
sentiment. It was then thought that he 
paid his friends to devote their time and 
talents to his cause, and the race looked as 
if it was one that was being made before 
the public. We can remember no canvass 
in which pecple outside the legislature took 
such an active part. Brice meetings and 
anti-Brlce meetings were held in several 
cities of Ohio. It seems that the Brice 
meetings were more largely attended. It is 
nonsense to talk about buying the thousands 
who made up these meetings. 


And you will notice that when some 


man undertakes to get to the U. S. senate 
by bribing the legislature that is to elect 
there are no public demonstrations in bis 
favor. 
Such a scheme is usually a very 


quiet one. 
It insists upon dealing with as 


lew men as possible, In order to hold risks 
of discovery down lo the lowest point. The 
campaign that was made in Ohio was some- 
thing entirely different 


But some of the republican papers say 


that we did not elect our .best man. Some 
of them want to know why such a man as 
Hard was passed by in order to take up 
with a millionaire. It may be true that the 
Ohio democrats have not sent up their best 
man, but if tree, it is our misfortune and 
not your complaint Brice has not the sur- 
roandiDgfl that can i^aatce the best fight in 
the cause of democracy. He may have an 
iaclinatioD to favor monopolies to aii extent 
that would frighten his constituents. But 
• little time will show how this is. But 
there is no occasion for the republicans to 
ariere over this matter. In so far as Brice 
•ay prore false to as he will be true to 
them. Our loss will be their gain. If there 
Is any funeral It Is ours; and republican 
•tege tears will not assist in turning oar 
sorrows Into joys. 


Bat It U to be hoped that democrats will 


not hastily rouclude that Brice will not 
serve our came. The republicans are care- 
ful ic a^-ur,: u.i tljat we ought, to fair him 
oecau>-e lit) M a rich man. It ia well to re-" 
nMiiber that Tildcn was also a millionaire, 
a'ul jcl llxre was nowlieit1 HI the land a 
r«-tt( r democrat, lienieuiber this, and give 
Brioe lull opportunity to prove himself, and 
a'l the while let him know that jou expect 
the b*t. 


We can also .v.'e s.juie advantage to the 


pir y in si'iiding Brice to the senate. He 
will thtre have an opportunity to study the 
old patriot, Quay. It may be that these 
two fellows will again take up arms against 
each other in the next campaign. If they 
do we want our man better acquainted with 
the methods of the foe. 
Q lay will stand 


an immense amou it of study, and we sin- 
cerely hope that Brice will be diligent. 


But republican papers continue t> harp 


on the theme that Briee has no ability. 
This is to carry out their idea that he had 
no qualification for the senate, except his 
money. It might be asked how they dis- 
covered that 
money is a <iualificution. 


But remember that Brice is yet a young 


man, 
about 40 years of age. Now see what 


Uath says ai.out him in the Cincinnati En- 
quirer: 


1 have heard Mra. Brief, the wife of Cal- 


v in Bri»e, relate that when she and her 
husband were married they had about .S:iUO 
aud no prospect in sight of any increase iu 
that store. But a man will not undertake 
to build nads of iron where old canals once 
stood and duplicate the highways of mil- 
lionaires across the continent, subjecting 
himself to there enmity, uor rescue aud 
complete old systems of road in bankrupt 
states without absorbing the power which 
is exchangeable for money and of which 
money is the most honest test. A man who 
gives his community three railroads where 
it had none, to come and go and invite 
strangers in, and sell their property at 
higher figures, is no worse a man of char- 
ity tiian that Italian saint of a rich family 
who basted that he had fed 5,000 idle peo- 
ple one day with alms, at which a friend 
spoke up, saying: "If you had known tiow 
to invest that money you cauld have fed 
the same number in perpetuity, but you 
have given money away and have made n 
provision for the next hunger." 


Ii is an old trick to call .on your cheek 


when you get into a tight place. The De- 
spatch, 
though young, 
Ins 
mastered 


this trick and all its variations. It now 
takes up the tamoussugar editorial and says 
that THE REVIEW was the first to suggest 
politics as the motive ot the republicans in 
their proposal to cut in two the duty that 
protects the sugar industry of Louisiana. 
Now those who have the particular copy of 
The Despatch in which the original edit 
rial appeared, will please hunt it up an 
read awhile. They will see therein several 
statements to the effect thatLouisiana should 
not complain, because that state has per- 
sisted in voting the democratic ticket. If 
this does not amount to a political sugges- 
tion in the discussiou of an economical 
question, we would like to see something 
fiat does. THE REVIEW only made the 
suggestion a tnlle plainer, and then asked 
the fair voter if such a policy was consistent 
with principle. It was then that The De- 
spatch made the "you're anothei" argu- 
ment, and we suggest that behind this ar- 
gument there was necessarily an adrnii- 
sion. 


Then The Despatch was asked to recon- 


cile its positions on the sugar and tin-plate 
questions, and also on the wool policy.

But it happens that The Herald's 
argument was, not based upon that state- 
ment, in fact such a statement made the ar- 
gument foolish. Anyone who understands 
the lines along which this tariff discussion 
has been carried, could have seen at glance 
that The llerald intended to say tinware 
where it said tin-plate. 
Now when a paper 


is asked to reconcile its position on both 
sides of a fence without splitting itself up 
the back, it is not a very complete answer 
to quote some other person's bad statement. 
This is what South State calls the enlight- 
ening influence ot The Despatch.
